I have  the  honour  to  present,  ivith  the  assistance  of 
Mr.  Bates,  your  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  inspector,  my  Annual 
Report,  whidi  reviews  the  ■*^uhlic  Health  situation  for  the 
year  19)4.2. 

Again  the  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease  has  been  low, 
although  there  was  a small  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  during 
the  year.  Six  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified. 

There  is  still  a fair  number  of  evacuees  and  the 
London  County  Council  Schools  in  Bletchley  are  functioning,  as 
is  the  School  Clinic  for  evacuated  children.  In  general  the 
standard  of  health  and  nutrition  in  both  local  children  and 
evacuees  is  good.  The  Hursery  School  is  popular  and  the 
condition  of  the  children  satisfactory. 

Attendances  at  the  Child  ''''elf are  Clinic  are  good  and 
al-though  there  is  room  for  improvement  in  the  number  of  children 
under  five  presented  .for  Diphtheria  Immunisation,  there  is 
always  a fairly  large  attendance  at  the  monthly  session. 

The  clinics  for  Child  Psychology  continue  and  this  branch 
of  Medical  service  appears  to  bo  expanding  in  the  area.  It  is 
of  great  assistance  in  dealing  with  the  "problem  child”,  whose 
physical  as  well  as  mental  state  often  calls  for,  and  receives, 
further  investigation. 

The  Blood  Transfusion  service  is  still  in  operation  with 
satisfactory  results, 

I am  grateful  to  the  Council  for  their  continued  help  and 
Interest  in  Public  'Health  matters  and  would  take  this 
opportunity  of  thanking  them  and  the  Surveyor  and  his  staff  for 
their  assistance  and  co-operation,
